FINAL RULE TO REDUCE TOXIC AIR EMISSIONS FROM
PRIMARY MAGNESIUM REFINERIES

ACTION

1 On August 25, 2003, the Environmenta Protection Agency (EPA) issued afind rule to reduce
emissons of toxic ar pollutants from primary magnesium refineries. Toxic ar pollutants, or air
toxics, are known or suspected to cause cancer and other hedlth problemsincluding disorders
of the blood, heart, kidneys, reproductive system, and central nervous system.

Primary magnesium refineries produce magnesum meta from the waters of the Greet Sdt
Lake. Theonly primary magnesium refinery operating in the United Statesis U.S. Magnesum
Corporation located in Rowley, Utah.

EPA deveoped today's find rule by adopting emission limits from the plant’ s operating permit
issued by the State of Utah Department of Environmenta Qudiity.

Thefind rule will control emissons of three air toxics (chlorine, hydrochloric acid, and
dioxin/furan) and particulate matter (PM).

This rule requires plant owners or operators to maintain air pollution control equipment and
meet emisson limits a each emissons point. This rule requires continuous monitoring to ensure
that the control equipment isworking properly.

HEALTH AND ENVIRONMENTAL BENEFITSAND COSTS

1 The Utah magnesum refinery subject to today’ s rule is dready controlling itstoxic air
emissons. Thisrulewill not result in further reductionsin emissons.

EPA edsimates the tota annudized cods for the Utah refinery to comply with thisrule to be
$48,000. Thiswill cover monitoring, recordkeeping, and reporting requirements.

BACKGROUND

! The Clean Air Act requires EPA to identify categories of industrial sources that emit one or
more of the listed 188 toxic ar pollutants.



Thisrule gpplies to the exigting primary magnesium refinery and will apply to any new refinery
that isamaor source of toxic air pollutants. Mg or sources are those that emit 10 tons per
year or more of asingletoxic air pollutant, or 25 tons per year or more of a combination of
toxic ar pollutants.
